There  is  a strange  cult  0/  pessimism 
these  days,  those  who  see  In  the  world 
the  seeds  of  human  dissolution  and 
no  redeeming  features  such  as  might  save 
society  from  wrttlng  Its  own  epitaph.  Prob- 
ably there  have  been  Cassandras  In  all 
ages;  those  to  whom  every  sunrise  Is  dark 
and  every  sunset  ominous.  Yet  In  spite 
of  that  society  has  struggled  on.  to  ad- 
vance a tolerable  distance  from  the  hrst 
Stone  Age.  At  the  present  time  the  cult 
of  pessimism  Is  harping  heavily  on  the 
thought  that  democracy  ts  undynamlc, 
and  for  that  reason  will  go  down.  On  the 
contrary.  If  there  is  anything  more  dynamic 
than  human  freedom  history  does  not  re- 
veal it. 

Democracy,  at  Its  best,  Is  the  preserva- 
tion. and  widening  from  precedent  to  pre- 
cedent, of  human  freedom.  It  Is  based 


on  the  given  consent  of  the  governed,  and 
on  service  by  the  state — not  mastery.  It 
alms  at  personal  liberty  of  the  body,  of  the 
mind  and  of  the  aoul,  within  a framework 
of  law  that  will  provide  the  maximum 
liberty  to  all  without  trespass  on  the  in- 
dividual rights  of  any.  Democracy  has 
been  the  slow,  patient  growth  of  more  than 
600  years  In  the  political  life  of  the  Western 
world. 

If  there  is  anything  more  energising 
than  the  thought,  the  assurance,  the  pos- 
session In  fact  of  human  freedom  history 
does  not  record  It  For  freedom  men  have 
struggled  In  all  human  ages  with  a high 
heart.  Democracy  has  brought  widening 
civil  liberties,  and  In  the  next  advance  of 
the  human  family  the  same  banner  will 
still  be  leading  the  van.  It  Is  slavery  that  Is 
undynamlc,  never  freedom.  Freedom  Is 
the  birthright  of  a man. 


No  Need  for  Undue  Canadiun  Reticence 


CANADA  is  progressive  when  It  has  to 
be;  more  so  perhaps  than  Its  cltliens 
are  aware,  although  that  la  not  al- 
ways their  fault.  National  developments 
are  often  hidden  from  them  until  they  are 
recognized  elsewhere,  whereupon  they  come 
to  light  wUiy-nlUy.  Some  day,  perhaps, 
this  excess  of  reticence  will  be  abandoned, 
and  Canadians  will  be  kept  abreast  of  ac- 
compllshment.^  as  they  become  facta. 

These  thoughts  are  invited  by  Dr.  C.  J. 
Mackenzie's  statement  that  the  Dominion 
Is  in  the  front  line  of  scientlflc  endeavor. 
This  country  has  become  a mecca  for 
students  from  ottier  lands,  reversing  a pro- 
cess that  saw  a stream  of  Canadians  sitting 
at  the  feet  of  European  masters.  The 
president  of  the  National  Research  Board 
says  this  U little  known  by  the  general 
public,  the  answer  to  that,  of  course,  being 
that  such  growth  of  scientific  skill  has  ap- 
parently been  kept  secfel 


Attention  Is  focussed  so  often  on  dis- 
coveries and  progress  elsewhere  that  one 
could  conclude  therefrom  nothing  of  im- 
portance was  happening  in  this  Dominion 
The  blame  for  that  must  rest  with  a reti- 
cence which  nowadays  Is  damaging  to 
national  prestige.  It  should  be  a matter 
for  natural  pride,  for  example,  that  Canada 
has  risen  "from  scientific  add^escence  to 
maturity"  within  the  space  of  a decade. 
Canadians  ini^ht  well  be  told  about  such 
things  while  they  eventuate,  however,  and 
not  leave  It  for  history  to  Judge 
It  Is  pleasing  to  learn  that  on  its  merits 
Canadian  science  Is  forging  ahead  to  the 
point  where  It  is  of  uiternational  attention. 
It  perhaps  emphasizes  that  the  Canadian 
light  need  no  longer  be  kept  burning  In 
private.  iLs  rays  should  be  used  to  stimu- 
late Canadians  as  well  as  to  inform  out- 
siders.

Y V railway  systeifi.s,  there  appears 

to  be  some  uneasiness  also  in  British 
Columbia's  lumber  industry  that  could  lead 
to  a serious  work  stoppage  at  the  peak 
of  the  cutting  season. 

Negotiations  are  to  be  resumed  in  Van- 
couver today  between  employers'  repre- 
sentatives and  the  bargaining  agents  of 
the  International  Woodworkers  of  America 
towards  settlement  of  current  disputes.  It 
Is  to  be  hoped  that  reason  will  prevail  and 
that  the  paralysis  of  another  strike  In  the 
Province  s major  Industry  ran  be  averted 
Neither  the  workers  in  the  woods  and 
mills  nor  the  people  of  BfUish  Columbia 
generally  will  soon  forget  the  blow  that 


the  1946  lumber  shutdown  dealt  to  the 
economy  of  the  Province,  with  its  million- 
hour  time  loM  and  Its  severe  setback  to 
urgent  building  programs. 

Now  some  of  the  unions  aie  talking  strike 
again.  That  Is  their  right,  of  course;  but 
It  is  a costly  right  to  exercise— costly  In 
1946  mainly  to  them.ielves.  If.  as  reports 
would  Indicate,  union  requests  for  a closed 
shop  contract  form  the  crux  of  the  dispute, 
it  would  be  regrettable  Indeed  If  such  a 
stumbling  block  should  be  allowed  to  trip 
up  the  negotiations.  The  workers  them- 
selves and  the  camps  and  mills  cannot  af- 
ford to  have  work  halted  for  a cause  of  that 
kind,  and  the  unions  will  receive  little 
public  sympathy  if  they  force  the  issue 


Communism  vs.  National  Security

London  — The  Conunlorm  * excummuiilca- 
ilon  of  Marnhal  Tllo  and  hU  coUaagusa  and 
Its  call  to  YuRotlav  Communlsu  to  revolt 
and  remove  thetr  preaent  letderi  opens  up  a con- 
flict derisive  for  the  future  of  Eastern  Europe. 

Ever  since  the  war  and  the  creation  of  the 
Soviet  Bloc  there  haa  been  a deep  contradlcUoo 
between  avowed  Soviet  policy  and  avowed  Com- 
munist doctrine. 

The  Soviet  Oovernment  has  afaln  and  afaln 
protested  U«  belief  in  national  Independence  and 
national  eoverelsnty.  At  Yalta,  U enlecnnly  af- 
flrmed  ’the  right  of  all  i>eopiee  to  chooee  the 
form  of  government  under  which  they  live  " And 
in  all  the  controversy  about  the  Marshall  Plan, 
the  reiterated  Soviet  thesis  has  been  that  Russia 
was  the  champion  of  the  soverelga  rishU  and 
aoverelsn  independence  of  the  smaller  eountrlee 
of  Europe 

It  is  laid  down  In  the  declaration  iaeued  Isal 
Autumn  when  the  Comlnform  was  founded  that: 
**The  communist  parties  must  take  into  their 
bands  tht  defence  of  the  national  independence 
and  .sovereignly  of  Ihelr  own  countries  ’ 

Yet  at  the  same  lime  It  has  been  the  Commu- 
nist doctrine  that  every  Communiii  must  00 
every  issue  follow  the  “correct  line."  And  on 
every  issue  the  "correct  line"  is  the  line  laid  down 
by  Stalin  For  orthodox  Communism  Is  "Stalin- 
Um  ' The  two  terms  are  Interrhangcable  And 
to  di.sagree  with  Stalin  la— by  this  very  dennitlon 
—a  herecy  agalnit  StallnUm 

6u  tile  head  of  any  Cummunist-controUed  gov- 
ernment Is,  since  hii  state  ti  '.sovereign  and  In- 
dependent," fully  entitled  to  act  independently 
of  and  even  contrary  to  the  wishes  uf  Joseph 
Stalin,  ae  head  of  Nit  Soviet  Oovernment  But 
^ If  he  doee  so  he  is.  as  a Communist,  guilty  of 
' heresy  against  Jneeph  Stalin,  the  supreme  aiid 
uUlmaU  law-giver  and  decider  of  Communist 
orthr>doxy  and  Communist  truth. 

SrrvUuflf  lo  ihs  Krrmlin 
Until  now  the  eontradicUon  has  been  resolved 
•Imply  enough  Communist  leaden  have  used 
their  freedom  In  faithful  obedience  to  the  wishes 
of  the  Kremlin.  They  have  voluntarily  embraced 
servitude  In  the  full  exercise  of  their  ’'aoverelgnty 
and  independence.** 

But  aooner  or  later  a flash  wae  sure  to  oeoie 
And  it  has  come  in  Yugoslavia  Marshal  THo. 
temperamentally  the  most  eeU-assertlvt  and  the 
least  Inclined  to  subservience  of  all  Communist 
ehlefs^and  the  only  one  who  doee  not  owe  bis 
posltl«  to  Mnefow— has  dared  to  dlearree  with 
Btalln.  Re  has  refused  to  accept  ’‘advice"  or  to 


obey  orders.  He  has  acted  as  if  Yugoslav  inde- 
pendence were  a reality. 

The  Comlnform  communique  is  vague  and  de-

It  is,  in  Communist  eyes,  an  act  of  schism  and 
heresy.  Excommunication  was  the  logical  se<|uel. 

Now.  equally  luglcally.  the  matter  must  be 
handed  over  to  the  secular  power.  The  Comln- 
form calls  upon  all  "healthy  CummunlsU'  in 
Yugoslavia  to  remove  the  marshal  from  puwe^. 
But  such  an  attempt  has  not  the  least  chance 
of  success  unless  backed  by  the  armed  power  of 
the  Soviet  Union— either  in  action  or  menacingly 
visible. 

And  so  the  picture  takes  Its  true  character. 
*rhe  Cominform’s  role  is  Incidental-  a mere  tac- 
tical epi.iode.  The  real  conflict  is  between  the 
Soviet  Government  and  the  Yugoslav  Govern- 
ment. The  real  Issue  U whether  the  Yugoslav 
Government  can  retain  any  shred  of  “national 
Independence  and  sovereignty"  or  must  in  all  its 
poUclr<i.  internal  and  external,  obey  unquesUon- 
Ingly  whatever  orders  It  recfived  from  Moscow. 

Whatever  the  upshot  of  the  conflict— even  if  it 
were  swiftly  settled  by  a Yugoslav  eapUulation^ 
the  disturbing  effect  upon  men's  minds  In  all  the 
satellite  rountrlas  must  be  profound,  for  the 
Issue  has  been  openly  posed  Russia's  claim  to 
exert  absolute  control  and  to  exact  blind  obedi- 
ence from  all  satellite  oounlries.  from  all  Com- 
munlst-controUed  cmintrtee.  has  been  nakedly 
revealed. 

And  In  oountriee  mitalde  the  Boflel  sfihere  of 
Influence  the  reason  is  equally  plain.  Both  Cum- 
munlite  and  "fellow  travelers"  can  have  no  more 
lUusioni.  "Biallnlsm"  Is  not  a form  of  BoelaUsm; 
It  Is  not  an  eeonomle  or  phlioeophkal  ereed  It 
ts  the  aeoeptbnee.  whether  by  an  individual  or  by 
a government,  of  complete  tubmlsslon  to  the 
orders  of  Moeeow— whatever  they  may  be-as  a 
first  and  paramount  duly. 

Tht  Omnlnfnrm  has  done  a great  public  serviee 
in  stripptnf  away  ideological  itiustoru  and  mak- 
ing that  stark  and  simple  fart  clear  beyond  the 
possibility  of  misunderstanding.

LOTE  TO  GO  AROUND 

There's  alwsy.s  someone  who  clatme 
he's  missed  s medal  he  should  have 
got.  but  this  time  there  would  seem 
to  be  lots  to  go  around.  With  eight 
campaign  stars,  a defence  and  a war 
medal,  not  to  speak  of  the  C.V.S.M . 
there  should  be  enough  for  everybody.

A MAGNIFICENT  new  bank  build- 
ing U being  erected  In  a certain 
Canadian  city  which  Is  not  particu- 
larly famous  for  Its  wide,  spacious 
streets  In  fact,  the  new  bank  build- 
ing Is  causing  a congestion  In  the 
downtown  district  that  ought  to  prove 
fatal.  If  a horse  choked  the  way 
these  *downtown  streets  do.  it  would 
die. 

To  begin  with,  the  excavation  for 
the  building  has  been  surrounded  by 
a high,  rough  board  fence  or  palisade, 
pecause  it  encroaches  on  the  sidewalk, 
and  for  purpo.va  of  safety  from 
cranes,  derrick*  and  structural  steel 
in  motion,  the  fence  has  been  roofed, 
and  a narrow  passage-way  about  half 
the  width  of  a downtown  sidewalk,  is 
the  result 

Through  this  narrow  lube  or  tunnel, 
for  a whole  city  block  pedestrian  tfaf- 
ftc  has  to  struggle  and  bunt.  At  each 
end  of  the  tunnel,  newsboys,  with 
proprietary  rlghu  to  ihelr  long-citab- 
llshed  stands,  have  re-erected  their 
little  kiosks,  and  piles  of  newspapers 
further  embarrass  the  pedestrian  way. 
Everybody  is  very  disgruntled  about 
it.  It  1s  unpointed,  ugly,  gimcrack. 
It  will  lant  for  months  and  months. 

In  another  Canadian  city,  an  indus- 
trial firm  is  also  erecting  a new  build- 
ing Its  advertising  manager  must  be 
highly  paid  or  he  ahould  be.  They, 
too.  have  had  to  encroach  on  the  pub- 
lic thoroughfare  with  their  fences  and 
roofed  passage-ways  In  place  of  side- 
walks At  each  end  of  the  obstruc- 
llonaJ  p#sage-way,  there  Is  a large, 
beautifully  lettered  sign  which  reads 
something  like  this;  "We  are  very 
sorry  to  inconvenience  the  public  with 
this  nulsanoc.  But  as  soon  as  pot- 
aible,  we  hope  lo  show  you  a beautiful 
new  building  for  our  city." 

All  the  woodwork  of  the  temporary 
high  fence,  I the  passage-way.  the 
guard  railings  and  the  roof  are 
brightly  and  gaily  painted:  pleasingly 
and  ornamentally  designed.  It  may 
have  cost  S250  73  more  than  the  ram- 
ahackle  tunnel  the  great  bank  build- 
ing has  put  up  But  in  warm  good 
wiu,  it  is  worth  ten  times  that  much
